JOHN  TELICH,  SR....  Shore,  1943 


John  was  a  fine  athlete  at  Shore.  He  earned  three  varsity  letters 
in  football,  three  in  track  and  two  in  hockey.  Despite  being  a  hockey 
defenseman,  he  led  the  team  in  scoring  his  senior  year.  In  track  he  was 
outstanding  in  the  shot  and  discus. 

At  Western  Reserve  University,  he  played  football  and  again 
was  outstanding  in  track.  John  was  Mid- American  Conference  discus 
champ  for  three  years.  He  set  field  records  at  Kent,  West  Virginia  and 
at  Reserve.  In  1949,  he  competed  in  the  prestigious  Penn  Relays.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Western  Reserve  Hall  of  Fame. 

John  has  been  a  successful  insurance  salesman  for  many  years 
and  served  as  president  of  both  the  Cleveland  and  the  Ohio  Underwrit- 
ers. He  has  also  been  active  in  our  community  as  a  member  of  Holy 
Cross  Church,  the  rotary  Club  and  the  Jaycees,  who  named  him  as 
their  Outstanding  Citizen.  The  American  Field  Service  gave  him  a 
Distinguished  Service  Award. 

John  served  as  a  Navy  flight  mechanic  in  World  War  II. 

John  and  his  wife  Janet  still  live  in  Euclid  where  they  raised  five 
children  who  have  produced  12  grandchildren. 


STAN  KOLLAR...  Shore,  1946 


Stan  enjoyed  a  fine  athletic  career  at  Shore,  in  the  military 
service  and  at  Baldwin-Wallace  College. 

At  Shore,  he  was  an  all-around  athlete,  lettering  in  football, 
basketball  and  track.  He  served  as  co-captain  in  basketball  and  track. 
He  led  the  basketball  team  in  scoring  in  1946  and  was  named  All- 
Conference. 

Stan  entered  the  service  and  while  stationed  in  Japan  competed 
in  three  sports  with  the  1 1th  Airborne  Division. 

He  accepted  a  football  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Cincin- 
nati, played  one  season  and  then  transferred  to  Baldwin-Wallace 
College,  where  he  earned  three  letters  in  track. 

Stan  returned  to  Shore  Jr.  High  as  a  teacher  in  1 955.  He  coached 
football,  basketball  and  track  for  several  years  and  served  as  athletic 
director  from  1967-82. 

Currently,  Stan  owns  and  trains  trotting  horses. 


MIKE  PAPOURAS...  Euclid  Senior,  1954

In  high  school  Mike  played  on  the  football,  baseball  and  wres- 
tling teams.  He  was  2nd  team  All-Conference  in  football. 

At  Baldwin-Wallace  College,  Mike  earned  two  letters  in  foot- 
ball and  three  in  wrestling.  He  was  co-captain  of  the  wrestling  team. 

Mike  truly  made  his  mark  as  a  coach  of  wrestling.  He  enjoyed 
an  illustrious  career  spanning  23  years,  during  which  he  established 
a  dual  meet  record  of  21 1-78-4.  His  teams  won  four  State  Champi- 
onships, were  runners-up  four  times  and  placed  third  on  two  occa- 
sions. Mike  coached  27  individual  state  champions,  three  of  whom 
won  three  titles  each.  He  is  in  the  Baldwin-Wallace  Hall  of  Fame, 
Richmond  Heights  Hall  of  Fame,  Ohio  State  Wrestling  Hall  of  Fame 
and  was  runner-up  for  National  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1985. 

He  is  retired  from  a  successful  coaching  career  at  Richmond 
Heights  High  School,  where  he  also  served  as  athletic  director  for  1 9 
years. 

Mike  lives  in  Euclid  with  his  wife,  Sia.  They  have  two  children, 
both  of  whom  have  graduated  from  Euclid  High  School. 


ERNIE  CHRISTOFF...  Euclid  Senior,  1955 


Ernie  was  a  fine  basketball  player  and  an  outstanding  baseball 
performer  in  high  school.  He  was  Greater  Cleveland  All-Scholastic 
in  basketball  for  two  years  and  All-Scholastic  as  a  baseball  pitcher  for 
two  years.  He  made  All-Tournament  and  was  captain  of  the  Euclid 
basketball  team  which  won  the  Lake  Erie  League  championship  in 
1955. 

After  high  school,  Ernie  signed  a  professional  baseball  contract 
with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  and  was  in  spring  training  with  them  for 
a  few  years.  He  pitched  in  the  minor  leagues  for  several  years  and 
made  the  All-Star  team  in  the  Northern  League  in  1958.  In  1959,  he 
won  a  play-off  game  for  Austin,  Texas  in  the  Pan-American  Associa- 
tion. 

Ernie  is  single  and  lives  in  California  where  he  is  sales  manager 
for  the  I.O.F.  Foresters. 


TOM  DAVIS...  Euclid  Senior,  1961 


Tom  was  an  outstanding  track  man  and  basketball  player  in  high 
school  under  Hall  of  Fame  coaches  Dale  Thompson  and  Jim  Calvert, 
respectively.  He  held  the  long  jump  record  for  several  years.  In  basketball, 
he  made  All-Lake  Erie  League  and  was  a  Regional  All-Star  in  1 960  while 
serving  as  captain  of  the  team. 

At  Ohio  University,  Tom  was  a  three  year  basketball  letterman.  He 
played  on  two  Mid- America  Conference  champion  teams  and  went  to  the 
NCAA  Regional  Finals.  In  1965,  he  made  honorable  mention  All-Confer- 
ence. 

From  1967-70,  Tom  was  a  basketball  player/coach  in  the  Armed 
Services  League  in  Hawaii.  His  team  won  championships  twice,  and  Tom 
was  named  Outstanding  Coach  both  years. 

Between  1970-77  he  played  and  coached  professional  basketball  in 
Turkey.  In  1 975  he  led  the  league  in  scoring,  his  team  won  the  championship 
and  he  was  named  both  coach  and  player  of  the  year.  His  teams  also  played 
in  the  European  Cup  Games  in  Switzerland,  Greece,  Romania  and  Bulgaria. 

Currently,  Tom  is  Chairman  of  the  English  Department  at  Western 
Reserve  Academy,  where  he  also  coaches  basketball  and  girls'  volleyball. 
During  1 995-96,  he  will  be  on  leave  to  spend  a  year  to  travel  in  South  Africa, 
conducting  basketball  clinics  and  working  with  teachers  and  students  at 
various  schools. 


BILL  ATTAMANTE...  Euclid  Senior,  1962 


Bill  was  a  three-sport  star  in  high  school.  He  was  the  first  varsity 
9-letter  winner  in  Euclid  High  School  history.  In  football  he  made 
All-Lake  Erie  League,  Greater  Cleveland  All-Scholastic,  Cleveland 
Press  All-Star  and  team  captain  his  senior  year.  As  a  wrestler  Bill  was 
undefeated  in  dual  meets  as  a  senior,  made  All-Lake  Erie  League,  was 
District  Champion  and  placed  3rd  in  the  State  Finals.  In  track  he  was 
a  school  record  holder  in  the  shot  put  and  quarter  mile,  ran  a  leg  on  a 
record-setting  half-mile  relay  and  was  the  shot  put  and  1 00-yard  dash 
winner  in  the  Lake  Erie  League  and  District  meets. 

He  wrestled  at  Ohio  University  as  a  heavyweight,  where  he  was 
Mid-America  Conference  champion  in  1965,  and  was  listed  among 
the  top  16  wrestlers  in  the  nation  with  a  58-3  record. 

Bill  was  a  former  wrestling  coach  at  Euclid  High  School  where 
he  currently  serves  as  the  Work-Study  Program  Coordinator. 


JAN  SLEJKO...  Euclid,  1979 


Jan  starred  in  cross  country,  basketball  and  track  for  three  years 
in  high  school.  In  cross-country  Jan  was  a  member  of  the  Euclid  team 
which  won  the  State  Championship  in  1977.  In  basketball  she  earned 
honorable  mention  honors  in  All-Conference  voting  three  years  in  a 
row.  As  a  track  star  she  was  Greater  Cleveland  mile  run  champion  in 
1978  and  1979. 

As  a  "walk-on"  at  Ohio  State,  Jan  made  the  cross  country  team 
as  a  freshman  and  ran  on  the  first  women's  team  to  compete  in  the 
Nationals  held  in  Seattle,  Washington. 

After  her  college  career,  Jan  ran  in  a  number  of  marathon  races, 
finishing  2nd  in  the  Revco  and  4th  in  the  Columbus  marathons.  At 
Columbus  she  was  the  first  American  to  finish,  won  $4000  and 
qualified  for  the  Olympic  trials.  Unfortunately,  an  injury  prevented 
her  from  competing  at  the  Olympic  trials.  A  highlight  of  her  running 
career  was  a  trip  to  England  where  she  competed  as  one  of  America's 
top  female  runner. 

Jan  still  resides  in  Euclid.  She  is  employed  as  a  security  officer 
for  Executive  Caterers. 


BOB  DAUGHERTY...  Euclid,  1983 


Bob  was  an  outstanding  basketball  guard  at  Euclid  High  School 
and  at  Harvard  University. 

At  Euclid,  Bob  made  All-Conference  two  years  and  was  named 
Greater  Cleveland  All-Scholastic,  All-District  and  All-News  Herald. 
He  was  the  District  Most  Valuable  Player.  He  was  team  captain  and 
the  team  MVP  for  two  years.  Bob  holds  the  single  season  assist 
record,  and  he  led  the  state  of  Ohio  in  assists  his  senior  year. 

At  Harvard,  Bob  was  a  standout  guard  and  played  on  the  team 
that  represented  the  United  states  in  Cairo,  Egypt,  at  the  All-African 
Games  in  1985. 

While  working  in  New  York,  he  earned  a  Master's  degree  at 
Columbia  University  and  as  a  graduate  student  at  Cambridge  Univer- 
sity, Bob  played  basketball  in  England  and  Europe. 

Combining  work  and  study.  Bob  is  a  management  consultant 
and  working  on  his  doctorate  in  economics  at  Cambridge. 


VIC  RESCH...  Coach 


Vic  enjoyed  a  fine  and  varied  high  school  career  at  Thomas 
Edison  in  Cleveland,  He  was  an  outstanding  student/athlete,  partici- 
pated in  numerous  activities  and  was  valedictorian  of  his  class  in 
1950. 

At  Miami  University,  he  was  a  member  of  the  swimming  team. 
While  in  military  service,  he  was  on  a  swim  team  which  competed  in 
Seoul,  Korea,  in  1956. 

The  faculty  and  students  will  always  remember  the  contribution 
Vic  made  to  Euclid  High  School.  To  quote  Principal  Jerry  Bergem, 
"He  was  a  fine  gentleman,  and  he  taught  many  young  people  how  to 
swim."  Vic  was  both  a  physical  education  teacher  and  an  outstanding 
swimming  coach.  His  swimming  teams  racked  up  impressive  records 
from  1959-72.
